A liquid crystal display comprises a lower 
substrate, an upper substrate installed above the 
lower substrate, and a plurality of pixel units 
between the lower substrate and the upper 
substrate. Each pixel unit includes an upper 
transparent electrode, a liquid crystal layer, a 
lower transparent electrode and a color filer with 
recess structures. 
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
